just prior to his act of self-destruc- 
tion.

Kwore that be and two other officers 
were en "toj*- of .SutJSnlf fflMfctryifij^to' 
liold liim down to prevent him "from 
using his revolvers, when Sntton 
freed an arm from under him and 
fired a bullet into his own brain after 
some one remarked that he (Sntton) 
had killed Lieutenant Xoelker. Ad- 
ams testified that he had risen from 
Lieutenant Button's body and that 
Button lay exhausted and alone on 
the ground when he saw him raise 
Ms right band and fire the shot that 
ended bis life.

Paris. July 21.—Premier Clemen- 


ceau and his entire cabinet tendered 
their resignations to President Fal- 
lieres. and the same were accepted. 


The fall of the cabinet came over 


a discussion in the chamber of depu- 
ties of the investigation recently held 
into the department of marine.-which 
was strongly condemned in the spe- 
cial commission's report. On a vote 
of confidence in the government, the 
vote stood 176 in favor and 212 op- 
posed. 


M. Clemenceau and his fellow min- 


isters immediately left the chamber. 
The premier proceeded directly to 
President Fallieres --and offered his 
resignation, which the president ac- 
cepted. 
- The fall of- the cabinet was so un- 


coifipl 
Clemenceaa's successor. The name 
of Leon - Bourgeois, former premier 
and former minister of foreign af- 
fairs," is most frequently mentioned, 
but his age and health are against 
him. 


The Socialists naturally are over- 


joyed at Clemenceau's downfall- M. 
Joures. the Socialist leader in the 
chamber, said: "With 
Clemenceau 


disappears the most dangerous man 
in the republic."

Buckeye Aviator Has Machine Under 


Perfect Control a* He Travel* Sev- 
enty Mile* Around Fort Myer Drill 
Ground, Remaining In Air 
One 


Hour, 20 Minutes and 45 Second*. 
Cuts Figure Eights With Greatest 
of Ease. 


Washington, 
July 
21. — Orvffle 


Wright, in the Wright aeroplane, 
made a. spectacular flight at Fort 
Myer. remaining in the air one hour 
and 20 minutes and 45 seconds, thus 
putting to shame the longest previous 
Sight of 74 minutes made at Fort 
Myer last fall by Mr. Wright. 


The machine was under perfect 


control during the entire flight, but 
several times appeared to the specta- 
tors to be on the point of diving for- 
ward. Several thousand people were 
given an exhibition which included 
the most daring feats of aviation yet 
accomplished, and at its conclusion 
a mighty cheer went up. 


The 
machine traveled about TO 


miles, it was estimated by Wilbur 
Wright, and at one time during the 
flight the height attained, between 
260 and 280 feet, exceeded the high- 
est point ever reached by a heavier- 
than-air rpachine on this continent. 
The most wonderful part of the flight 
was the execution of three complete 
"figure eights."
